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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: in Abstract "Fig. 2a" is deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 -1 2 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of the planar antenna further comprising a parasitic conductive element, which 
is attached to the dielectric support part and galvanically connected to a first terminal of 
the switch, a second terminal of the switch having a coupling to the ground plane. It is 
this limitation found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has 
not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art. 

Pankinaho et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,693,594) teaches a radiating element with a 
feeding point and a grounding point. The feeding point is coupled to an antenna port of 
a radio device. However, the grounding point is not directly coupled to ground. Instead, 
there are three alternative coupling paths between the grounding point and the ground 
potential. In series with each impedance, there is a controllable switch respectively. 
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However, Pankinaho et al. does not disclose or teach tlie planar antenna further 
comprising a parasitic conductive element, which is attached to the dielectric support 
part and galvanically connected to a first terminal of the switch.
